
PAROLE IS DEAD. 

Full of years and honors one of the great- 
est horses the American turf has ever 
known, died at Tuxedo Park on New Year’s 
day. This was the famous “horse of two 
hemispheres,” Parole. He was a brown, by 
Leamington— Maiden, by Lexington, was foal- 
ed in 1873, and as horses’ ages are counted 
was thirty years old when he died. He be- 
gan racing when a two-year-old by winning 
the July stakes at Monmouth Park July 8, 
1875. At the same meeting, July 17, he won 
the August Stakes. Then he was taken to 
Saratoga, where he ran unplaced to his 
stable companion. Faithless, in the Flash 
Stakes, but was a close up fourth, and could 
have won had it been necessary. August 4 
he won the Saratoga Stakes, August Bel- 
mont’s two grand fillies Adelaide and Sul- 
tana, running second and third. August 10 
he won the Kentucky Stakes, with Adelaide 
a game second and Sultana third. His 
la.st race as a two-year-old was in the Cen- 
tral Stakes at Baltimore, in which he ran 
second t>^. his sta’ole mate Cyril, being under 
restraint at the finish to let Cyril win. He 
was a high class two-year-old, and to the 
end of his career on the track he was a high 
class race horse. He was a sprinter of 
amazing speed, and a cup horse and a 
stayer as well. 

Parole w'as raced with great success in 
this country until 1878, in the fall of which 
year he was taken to England by 'his owner, 
P. Lorillard. He made his first start there 
in the spring of 1879, in the Newmarket Han- 
dicap and inflicted a stunning surprise on 
our British cousins by easily defeating Ison- 
omy, the best horse in England, one of 
those they dub “horse of the centurj-” over 
there. Then he won the City and Suburban 
Handicap and the Great Metropolitan Han- 
dicap at Epsom. His first defeat in England 
was in the Chester Cup at Chester, won by 
Pageant, but at the same meeting he won 
the Cheshire Stakes in great style, carrying 
high weight. He won other good races in 
England, and altogether created such a dis- 
turbance that the Jockey Club abolished an 
allowance of fourteen pounds to foreign bred 
horses that had been a rule prior to Parole’s 
advent. 

He was brought back to this country in 
1881 and won several races before he was fin- 
ally retired to spend his remaining years in 
comfort. He w’as naturally a great favorite 
with Mr. I.orillard by reason of his success 
in England as well as his splendid record on 
the American turf, and some ten years ago 
was exhibited proudly by his owner at the 
Morris Park course, though old and fat, and 
looking like anything but a City and Subur- 
ban winner, simply for his glorious achieve- 
ments of a decade before. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Frederick Gebhard expects next season to 
take his old-time prominent place among the 
big operators of steepelchase stables on the 
metropolitan circuit, and he has laid his 
plans to campaign an entirely new string of 
jumpers. To that end he has retired his 
old cross-country champion, Olindo, and .sold 
Perion, the gelding by The Sailor Prince, 
which bore his colors creditably in 1901, but 
was a failure last season. Mr. Gebhard did 
not mind parting with Perion, but it cost 
him a pang ta send old Olindo into retire- 
ment The Oi eko gelding had served him so 
faithfully and well he hated to give him up. 



Olindo was in such excellent condition at 
this time last year Mr. Gebhard thought he 
might race successfully again. He had him 
trained last spring, and the horse schooled 
beautifully. When it came to actual racing, 
however, the Oneko gelding could not de- 
liver the goods. His younger and more vig- 
orous rivals took up their weight and ran 
away from him. Olindo is now enjoying the 
rest good horses earn. He will revel in pas- 
tures to the end of his time, and never again 
feel the weight of a saddle nor the sting 
of a spur. 

Mr. Gebhard does not expect to accomplish 
anything extraordinary in the early months 
of the coming season. His scheme is to look 
about him all spring and pick out such horses 
as he thinks may develop into first-class 
steeplechasers, and, buy them. No man is 
better qualified than Mr. Gebhard to pick 
out a horse suitable for the cross-countrj' 
game. He has had a deal of experience on 
eastern tracks, and has met with better 
than an average success. 

Ml-. Qebhard’s stable just now consists of 
two horses. His Eminence, the Kentucky 
Derby winner of 1901, and Nuit Blanche, a 
filly by his famous old runner St. Saviour- 
Scotch Mist. Nuit Blanche is closely re- 
lated to William C. Whitney’s ill-starred filly 
Endurance by Right. She was a promising 
filly last spring, and Mr. Gebhard expected 
her to win one or two stakes, but sickness 
and accident prevented her from making 
good. She is in excellent condition just now, 
however, and bids fair to become a first-rate 
three-year-old. 



Tod Sloan will not return to this countr>- 
this winter. W. H. Cheppeau, the book- 
maker, who recently returned from Paris, 
has received word to the effect that Sloan 
had also abandoned his pronosed trip to 
India and would remain in Paris for several 
months. 

“I left Tod about ten days ago,” said Mr. 
Cheppeau. “He seemed happy ard prosper- 
ous. A couple of days before I left Paris 
he bought an Astrakhan overcoat for which 
he paid $(>00. He is a long ways from being 
broke. Sloan was subjected to a thirty-six 
hour inquisition in connection with the re- 
cent turf scandal — which really wasn’t a 
scandal at all— and came out with flying col 
ors, as cablegrams from the other side have 
indicated. 

“There has been a great deal of rot pub- 
lished in connection with the little unpleas- 
antness over in France. There was no occa- 
sion for the rumpus that was raised. I was 
one of the few Americans who escaped being 
called upon to tell the story of -their past 
lives to the French police.” 



Friends of the turf everywhere w'ill learn 
with pleasure that Mike Dwyer is improving 
in health. That the aforetime king of 
plungers is much better is evidenced by the 
statement that he will start next week for 
his winter resort at Rock Ledge, Fla., and 
there endeavor to get into condition for the 
racing season of 1903. For some years now 
Mr. Dwyer has been a great sufferer from 
locomotor ataxia, so much so that at times 
his life has been despaired of. Recently, 
however, he has thrived immensely, and so 
great has been his improvement that he 
looks froward to next season with all the 
hope and enthusiasn of a ii' Wcomer on the 
turf. His horses at Gravesend in the care 
of trainer Dick Miller, are in excellent con- 
dition.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Edward Weatherby, former secretary of 
the English Jockey Club, and publisher of 
the Racing Calendar, is dead. The death of 
Edward Weatherby removes one more link 
binding the past turf history of England to 
the present. For nearly a hundred and fifty 
years, without a break, the Weatherby fam- 
ily has filled the office of secretary of the 
Jockey Club, the first Secretary Weatherby 
having created the office in 1760. 

The first Secretarj”^ Weatherby founded the 
English Racing Calendar in 1773, and the 
family has maintained this time honored 
publication ever since. If any one family in 
the world has helped more than another to 
build up the national sport of racing, it 
has been the Weatherbys. They have al- 
ways enjoyed the respect and esteem of 
the entire turf world. 

The property on whi«h the Messrs. Keene 
have built the new stable for their horses 
quartered at Newmarket, England, was pur- 
chased from Lord Roseber>% and is beauti- 
fully situated as racing quarters on the High 
street of the racing town. Matthew Allen had 
expressed himself as dissatisfied ■with his 
present quarters, which are situated at Ex- 
ning, a village on the outskirts of racing 
headquarters. Messrs. Keene gave him 
carte blanche to go ahead and find quarters 
to suit himself, and this new stable is the 
outcome. 

Newmarket is a long, straggling, over- 
grown village, the main feature of which is 
the High street, which not only divides New- 
market itself, but is the dividing line of two

Nothing could more forcefully 
illustrate the unfathomable uncertainty of 
the sport of kings and bring into prominence 
the unalterable fact that the wealthy man 
has no better than an even break with his 
rival not so well off in this world's goods 
than Mr. Whitney’s experience.
